The fame of his eloquence no^ 
only spread across tho continent and 
over tho seas, but his learning ancHiter- 
ary accomplishments, and his bold and 
masterly advocation of freedom, labor 
reform, universal suffrage, prohibition, 
and kindred subjects, made him one ot 
tho most conspicuous rno_n in the United 
States.
